My dear Mr. Noe: 


Last summer in New Mexico, Dr. F. W. Hodge of the 
Heye Museum told me that you have in your collec- 
tion a silver medal which was found in an Indian 
burial in Nebraska, and which bears an inscription 
Showing that it was given to Petalesharu by the 
young ladies of a Seminary in Washington in commem- 
Oration of his feat of chivalry in liberating a 
Coman@he girl who was about to be offered to the 
Morning Star. 


I am very anxious, if possible, to obtain a trans- 
cription of the text of the medal and also a photo- 
graph of the medal itself, and to have these trans- 
mitted direct to Mr. J. J. Isaacson, room 201, City 
Hall, Omaha, Nebraska, as soon as may be convenient. 
The purvose for which I desire tke-medetend the 
photograph and inscription is for use in a pageant 
commemorating the seventy-fifth Anniversary of the 
formation of the Territory of Nebraska. As you lmow, 
in 1854 this territory was formed. 


This pageant is to be given the first week in Nov- 
ember of the present year in Omaha. I have incor- 
porated in the book of the pageant the stor of 
Petalesharu, and as you can see a publicatfon of a 
photograph of the medal and some account of its 
finding, as also mention of its present resting 
place, would be most admirable publicity. 


If you can at all accommodate me in this matter, I 
Shall be very glad to transmit to you whatever ex- 


pense is involved in the making and mailing of the 
print.
